When the Merchants’ bridge was 
Dullt 15 years ago, its chief merit and at- 
traction was the emancipation from the 
bridge arbitrary which it guaranteed. The 
papers were full of speeches by Gov. 
Francis and Major Rainwater, promising 
this relief. But it never came. At the 


_fweet approach of the Eads bridke you can

read a sign like this: “Freight for lines 
in Bast St. Louis received here.” What a 
humiliating thing for a great metropolitan 
city, that when it has freight to ahip 
out to the world it must go to and dicker 
with a transfer company before it can put 
its freight on the reflroads that depend on 
the city for their very existence. That 
sign is in front of the little office of Mr. 
Allen, who, as president of the Columbia 
Transfer Co., conducts the hauling Susi- 
ness, and it is the same Mr. Allen who re- 
cently appeared before this committee and 
argued that the oridge arbitrary should 
be let alone Mr. Allen represented that 
anybody who talked against the arbitrary 
or the terminal rates did not know what 
he was talking about. The men who have 
individual interests to serve have been free 
with their advice to the committee to pass 
the loop bill and let the bridge arbitrary 
discussion (go till afterward. The citizen 
whose business carries the burden of this 
great imposition is afraid to come forward 
and tell the committee his wrongs. -Pro- 
a further in this vein, the speaker 
sald: 


“I am here as a simple citizen, but 
also to represent gentlemen and mer- 
chants who don’t want their names to 
be known, What a peculiar condition 
we have arrived at, when there are gen- 
tlemen who are deeply interested in this 
problem, but, by reason of the awful 
power of this monopoly and its effect on 
their business, do not even dare to have 
their names known. I doubt very much 
whether any such condition obtains elsc- 
where in the United States, 


“I hope the committee, after it has per- 
formed the patriotic duty of gacrificing its 
time to public hearings, will perform the 
larger and more splendid duty of setting 
a condition to the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation that will make these gentlemen 
understand that this is a community of 
700,000 free people, and not of semi-sav- 
ages who are to be turned over to be 
ruled by a corporation board.” 


“When you think of it, it is something 
awful. It is only because we are ac- 
customed to it that we do not feel the 
shame of such a condition. You don’t find 
the same condition anywhere else in the 
United States. It is as if the Terminal 
Association should say: ‘This town be- 
longs to us. Even the locomotive that 
brings you to East St. Louls from New 
York-is put aside and a Terminal engine 
substituted when you reach East St.. Louis, 
as if to say, ‘‘Abandon hope, all ye wic 
enter here; because this is our territary, 
solely and alone.’’’ 


As no other citizen, of the many present, 
offered to speak, the committee adjourned. 

It is a notable fact that feeling has 
grown so strong, in connection with the

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VAST VALUE OF FRANCHISE SHOWN 
BY TERMINAL’S PROFFER OF TAXES 


One point made by General Manager Mc- 
Chesney in his interview with the Post- 
Dispatch, as a reason why the city should 
make a mignificent donation to his cor- 
poration, was that the franchise would be 
@ubject to taxation, and that he believed 
fn the justice of taxing franchises. 

In the first place this is an acknowl- 
edgement of the very large value of the 
thing he is asking for, because the benefit 
to the city which he suggests would amount 
to but little unless the valuation of the 
franchise was a large one, since assess- 
ments of taxes never approximate the real 
value. 

But tn the next place the declaration 
raises the question whether the past con- 
@Guct of the terminal warrants confidence 
in the profession of its willingness to pay 
a fair tax on its holdings in the future. 

The railroad commissioner's report shows 
that the statement of Maj. Rainwater, tax 
commissioner of the terminal, for the year 
ending June 30, 1901, gave the total value 
of the company’s property at $20,909,711. 
Maj. Rainwater arrived at this total by 
estimating the outstanding bonds at their 
market value, $12,760,000, and capitalizing 
the net earnings of the company for that 
year ($407,485) at & per cent, which would

+ The acts of the last session of the Leg- 
islnture, just published, !s a volume of 284 
pages. The principal part of the volume 
is taken up with legislation applying to 
cities, towns and villages, the road law 
and the new election and juvenile law for 
St. Louis. 

The corporation law is corrected in sev- 
eral particulars. The manner of increas- 
ing and decreasing the capital stock is 
made more intelligible; service of summons 
on corporations having no office in this 
state, can be had in any state; corpora- 
tions outside of the state doing business 
in this state, are required to have an of- 
fica in this state; foreign corporations are 
required to file their articles of association 
in this state.

Charges for Delivering Goods 
Across the Hudson, but Pay the 
Lighterage Fees Themselves. 


COSTS THREE CENTS PER 
HUNDRED POUNDS, TOO. 


Railroads Here Tax the Shippers for 
Using Bridge They Own Simply Be- 
cause They Have the Power to Do 
as They Please. 


It i# strenuously represented, not only 
of the World's Fair as have become official 
of the Worid’s Fair as have became official 
champions of the bill granting a free %- 
year franchise to the Terminal Company, 
that the assembly should not demand an 
abolition of the bridge arbitrary because 
the termina] is powerless to abolish it. 
To insist on this demand, they claim, 15 
to invite disaster to the World's Fair. 
The Post-Dispatch showed in its interview 
with Manager McChesney, that the bridge 
arbitrary can be abolished whenever the 
railroads make up their minds that they 
will abolish it. It showed that in the Green 
Line territory of the great southwest, and 
in the territory south, and west of Se- 
dalia, freight*is agcepted for delivery to 
either St. Louls or East St. Louis, with- 
out distinction as to rate or billing. 

A shipper at Nashville, Tenn., can ship 
a, camoad of horses to either St. Louis 
or East 8t. Louis at exactly the same 
rate, and with through billing to actual 
destination. This is an absolute abolition 
of the bridge arbitrary. 

In other words, freight from Nashville 
to St. Louis takes the East St. Louis rate, 
and whatever it costs to move it on into 
St. Louis, across the river, the railroad 
stands. 


Because 
It Has To. 


Why does the railroad stand it? 
cause it has to. 

Because the Iron Mountain road, having 
its own train ferry at Belmont, operates 
what is practically an all-rall line from 
the southeast territory to 8t. Louis, it 
makes no charge for the ferryage across 
the Mississippi at Belmont, any more than 
it makes a charge for crossing its bridge 
over the Meamec gr over Black river. 

The ferry at Belmont, therefore, wooushes 
the bridge arbtirary at St. Louis in so far 
as all freight from the great territory 
which it affects is concerned. The rail- 
roads do not charge (through their ter- 
minal pretext) 2 cents per 100 for crossing 
the river at St. Louis, because they can't, 
and that settles it. 

But it is urged by the chamrions of the 
gift loop that the arbitrary, as to eastern 
and western territory, must be held sacred, 
and must not be attacked by the House of 
Delegates, because the eastern § trunk 
lines, which have no particular interest in 
St. Louls, compel the arbitrary in order to 
uphold the entire rate system of the coun- 
try.

Have Yielded. 


An investigation this morning shows that 
the eastern trunk lines—the wicked part- 
ners who are so obdurate—have yielded to 
the inevitable at the East, just as their 
western branches have yieldegat the West, 
and just as they can be made to yield here. 
Questioning several freight agents this 
morning, a Post-Dispatch reporter learned 
that there is exactly the same condition 
between Jersey City and New York as 
there is between East St. Louis and St. 
Louis, and that, under compulsion, )t has 
becn met by these same inexoreb!la trunk 
lines, Just as the Post-Mispatch demands it 
shall be met here 

“Is it not true,’ asked the Post-Dispatch 
of a prominent freight agent, “that ever? 
100 pounds of freight which crosses the 
Hudson into New York pays 3 cents for 
being carried across?’’ 

“Yes, of course. That is what we know 
as lighterage.’’ 

“But it corresponds exactly with the 
charge which is here called the bridge ar- 
bitrary, does it not?’’

BY THE REV. E. A. BISHOP. 

It is not for me to say whether this act 
is right or wrong. I prefer not to discuss 
it now, that the offender has been put (0 
death. 

Surely the American people will appre- 
ciate the position in which I am placed. 
These people have done what they did 
last night for the sake of establishing a 
precedent. 

They did it to avenge a most atrocious 
crime, and they were actuated, perhaps, 
by friendship for me. 

Tnerefore, I do not see why I shouid 
criticise them, particularly as there were 
some of the best citizens and most repre- 
sentative and conservative men of this 
community among the lynchers. 

When a matter is brought so cldse to 
home as this, a man hesitates to discuss 
a situation minutely. Therefore, as to the 
right or wrong of the burning of this 
criminal by an outraged public, my lips 
are closed. 

It should be borne in mind that even his 
Own race had disowned and denounced 
George White, the fiend who killed my 
daughter. It must also be borne in mind 
that he confessed his crime before he was 
put to death. 


The atrocious crime was committed in 
sight of my house, behind a. clusier of 
bushes by the public roadway. On that 
wery spot, the offender was burned alive. 


Saw Avenging Fires 


From His Residence. 

The fires could be seen by my wife, the 
mother of the dead girl, at our home, 
just a few hundred yards away from 
where the crowd brought him to be burned,

LOGANSPORT, Ind., June 24.—William 
Herrell, an ex-convict, has successfully 
eluded the marshals of two villages, the 
police cf Peru and Logansport, three Pan- 
handle detectives and a posse of 30 farm- 
ers.

Herrell waw sighted early this morning 
in a clump of woods. He was surrounded

found Herrell had slipped through the 
line, 

Early Monday, it is alleged, Herrell went 
to the Lake Erie station at Bunker Hill 
where he amused \himself by shooting at

New Game Has Taken Its Place With 
Kites and Tops in Belle- 
Ville. 


IMAGINARY POLICE PRESENT. 


Imaginary Mayor Gives Order Not to 
Harm Imaginary Mob, and Im- 
aginary Hanging Follows. 


A-new game has been added to the cata- 
logue of sports of the children of Belle- 
ville. It is the ‘“‘game of lynching.’’ For 
the time being it his crowded out baseball 
and jackstones, being vastly more excit- 
ing, and, if continued untfl fall, promises 
to deprive of some of its prestige the game 
of football. 

The children of the town, deducing from 
the Nght and airy manner in which many 
of their elders refer to the lynching of the 
negro, Wyatt. on the public square, that 
the game is a proper and creditable one, 
and deriving from the studied inactivity 
of the authorities the assurance that it is | 
perfectly safe, have entered into the gamo 
with a zest, and many of them have be- 
come adept at it. 

If the game takes its place on the year's 
calendar of sports, and “lynching time” 
recurs with the same regularity as “kite 
time’ and “top time,” the children will, 
by the time they are grown, be quite facile 
as lynchers. 

The game starts with the intended vic- 
tim, generatly a boy, crouching in the 
weeds in a make-believe cell in an imag- 
inay jail. ' 

The lynchers, boys and girls, gather un- 
der the neafest electric light and vow 
with great ferocity that ‘‘the nigger must 
die.’’ 

With shoutes as hoarse as they can 
make them the youngstefs make a rush 
for the make-believe jail and dance about 
it with an imitation of fury even more 
realistic than that of the crowd which 
surrounded the Belleville jail two weeks 
ago. : 

Make-believe policemen hang about, but 
make no attempt to disperse the mob.

Tne concensus of opinion is that the 
basStile can't be taken, because the defend- 
ers have weapons filled with injurious bul- 
lets, and they are all that, while 
they are bent on killing the prisoner they 
don’t want to run any risk in doing so. 

Bome try to convince the others that the 
authorities are their friends and would 
not. harm them for the world, but still 
we hesitate. 

After an imaginary walt of several hours 
a bold spirit creeps close up under the 
walls of the jail and comes running back 
in great joy. 

“It’s all right, fellers,’’ he shouts. ‘‘The 
mayor has given orders to the guards that 
they are not to hurt us. Our reweilnge is 
at hand. ‘Sdeattr!”’ 

They shout hoarsely and again rush upon 
the jail. The guards are locked in the 
imaginary office and the back door is not 
defended. They break it in with itmag- 
inary sledge hammers and in a little while 
the victim is pounced upon and dragged 
abe the Imaginary stepe and out on the 
street. 


Fire Contributes 


Realistic Touch. 


Emulating the real mob they are not con- 
tent merely to take him to a telegraph 
pole and complete the imaginary hanging. 
They pull and haul him over the sidewalk 
and street, shouting merrily the while. It 
is such fun that by this time they have 
forgotten to be fierce, 

Finally the victim is pronounced dead 
and a piece of paper ig set on fire to give 
the proper realism to the finish. 

Then they imagine it is the next day and 
the leaders go around imaginary street cor- 
ners telling what part they took in the 
make-believe lynching. 

The game ends with the make-believe 
authorities reposing on a nearby lawn, 
that they cannot ascertain 
the names of the Iynchers and languldly 
announcing that they will call the atten- 
tion of the grandjury to the lynching next 
year.

THE PHILIPPINE CENSUS. 

The first American census of the Philippines, which ap- 
proaches completion, is said to be a perfect success, a triumph 
of Yankee ingenuity and practical common sense. 

Anticipating opposition, Gen. Sanger, to whom the work was 
assigned, boldly resolved to place the work in the care of 
prominent natives. In pursuance of this plan the governors of 
40 provinces, 30 being natives, were appointed census super- 
visors. These were invited to Manila, entertained generously, 
‘ instructed in the work and sent home to organize and instruct 
the census takers among the natives. Of some six or seven 
thousand enumerators almost all were Filipinos, and Gen. 
Sanger’s experts say the work is done better than the average

“The few disturbances were quickly sup- 
pressed. This is the best evidence of peace yet received from 
the Philippines.

President W. W. Kavanaugh of the Wiggins Ferry Co. asserts 
that his concern is independent of the Terminal Railroad As- 
sociation and is engaged in competing with it for business, but 
he would not make public a list of its stockholders. If this 
is true then the bond circulars of J. P. Morgan & Co., in which 
it is stated that the association owns and controls the Wig- 
gins Ferry Co., is misleading. If the Wiggins is a competitor of 
the terminal combine why is Mr. Kavanaugh.trying to ob- 
tain for a competitor a lot of new facilities? 
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THE MONOPOLY ISSUE. 

The news from Washington that the War Department would 
investigate the relations between the Eads bridge and the 
Merchants’ bridge is most important and interesting to the 
people of St. Louis who labored for the Merchants’ bridge and 
richly endowed it with franchises and property to break the. 
bridge monopoly and abolish the bridge arbitrary. 

The Post-Dispatch called the attention of the War Depart- 
ment to the Jaw and the evidence supplied by the Terminal 
Railroad Association and published in the Post-Dispatch. The 
evidence seems clear. 

Former Manager Bryan of the association told the Board 
of Equalization that the Terminal Association controlled the 
Merchants’ as well as the Fads bridge, having a contract to 
that effect and guaranteeing the interest on its bonds. In the 
letter of the president of the association to J. P. Morgan & 
Co, on the bond issue and in the latter’s bond circular absolute 
control of the Merchants’ bridge is claimed, both bridges being 
operated by and in the interest of the association. A com- 
plete monopoly of all bridges and terminals, “the only available 
entrance” to St. Louis, is offered as security fof the bonds. 
The Wiggins Ferry Co. is included in the list of properties 
belonging. to the association. 

There never was such a revelation of the complete mastership 
of the commerce of a great city by a railroad combine. In 
this combine, both the charter of the Merchants’ bridge, which 
forbids its consolidation or pooling or joint management with 
any other bridge, and the federal anti-trust law seem to be 
violated. 

St. Louis cannot rest under the blight and menace of such 
a monopoly, without restriction or regulation. It cannot 
afford to grant further facilities to it without adequate guar- 
antees that its present damaging tolls and conditions be re- 
moved and that protection from oppression in future be as- 
sured. 

The Terminal Association is not in position to impose greedy 
and unfair terms. [i cannot afford to use its strength to rob 
and oppress St. Louis.. The part of fairness is the part 6f 
wisdom, The railroads will win by promoting instead of ob- 
structing St. Louis commerce. The exercise of the power of 
their terminal combine to oppress St. Louis makes it imperative 
that every resource of the city and of both state and federal 
law be employed to free St. Louis and open the way to the full 
expansion of its commerce. 

The terminal combine must be regulated or destroyed. St. 
louis must be free from the blight of monopoly terminals and 
bridge tolls. 
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The Washington Post, itself a protectionist, is confident that 
a majority of the Republicans of Iowa are in favor of tariff 
revision. Gov. Cummins {fs to be renominated without opposi- 
tion and the Iowa idea is very much alive. So what do the 
opinions of Secretary Shaw and Mrs. Shaw and the President 
amount to?

ADRIAN IV AND IRELAND. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

‘Tt is hard to conceive how much harm 
may be done by a study of history devoted 
to party ends. * * * For it becomes not 
the guide of life, nor the light of truth, 
but the accomplice of: vices and the agent 
of destruction. * * * Men are needed who 
will set themselves to write with the in- 
tention and aim of making known the 
truth in all its fullness and strength. 
* * *® The first law of history is to dread 
utterinig falsehood; the next is not to fear 
stating the truth; lastly, that the histo- 
rians should be open to no suspicion of 
partiality or, animosity.’’ So wrote Leo 
XIII 20 years ago. 


Judged by this laudable standard, Prof. 
Oliver Joseph Thatcher of the University 
of Chicago deserves honorable 
as a historian. In a recent paper entitled: 
“Studies Concerning Adrian IV" he dares 
to reject as spurious what nearly all 
English writers have blindly accepted as 
genuine. In this he displays a moral cour- 
age that is refreshing, and a soundness of 
judgment that is relieving in this unthink- 
ing age. 

So-called history has it that Pope Adrian 
IV, a Saxon, granted to Henry II the sov- 
ereignty of Ireland, about the year 115, 
by an undated bull, which did not appear 
for many years afterwards. A mere cur- 
sory examination of this pretended bull, 
and of all the circumstances in the case, 
wculd convince anyone of its almost trans- 
parent forgery. It was not heard of in 
Ireland in 1172 when Henry II entered Dub 
lin and St. Lawrence O’Toole preached the 
doctrine of resistance. The whole story 
is not only a fabrication but a bungling one. 
Was Adrian IV ignorant of the character 
of Henry II and of the condition of the 
church in Ireland? From his youth Henry 
caused alarm by his disregard for all mo- 
rality, and even public decency, resulting 
in his marriage to a French profligate and 
in the murder of St. Thomas a Becket. 
Was Adrian unacquainted with the church 
in Jreland, as the so-called bull would 
imply? Marianus, the famous Irish chron- 
icler, was his preceptor, to whom he re- 
fers in the most eulogistic style. 

To -an Irish the whole. story 
sounds a “thumping Englist. He,’’ trace- 
able to Geraldus Cambrensis, a self-con- 
fessed liar and calumniator of the Irish 
people. The wonder is that it should ever

Care of New Gloves. 

In putting on new gloves do so carefully, 
for their after wear depends yery much on 
the way they are treated from the very be- 
ginning. Never put on new gloves when 
you are ina hurry and just going out. 
Rather choose another time, when your 
hands are cool and you have ten minutes 
or so to devote to them. Before beginning 
operations dust a little glove powder, to 
be obtained at any draper’s or chemist’s, 
into each giove, for this will cause them 


to slip on more easily. Work the fingers 
well on before putting in the thumb. Then 
work that in slowly, gradually smoothing 
the kid into the hand When the glove is 
carefully put on pull it well down and 
button the second button and any others 
that there are, with the exception of the 
first, leaving the first button until the 
lest. If the hands are hot remove the 
gloves and turn them inside out, pulling 
them carefully into shape and leaving 
them in the alr for an hour or two before 
laying them away. A glove stretcher will 
be found of assistance in the preparation 
of new gloves for wear. It must, however, 
be used with discretion, since it is quite 
as annoying to have a glove that Is too 
large as one that is too small. In buying 
gloves always provide yourself with a 
spool of sewing silk or linen thread for 
mending exactly the color of the gloves. 


_ Green Gooseberry Jelly. 

To four pints of gooseberries give three 
pints of water (always one pint less than 
gooseberries), boil to @ mash, then strain 
through a cheesecloth. Take one pound of 
sugar to every pint of juice, but keep out 
a little sugar to put in about seven min- 
utes before taking off; this improves the 
color. Boil for half an hour, and flavor 
with essence of lemon.

For Oiling Floors. 

In olling the floor with linseed oil use a 
half gallon of boiled linseed oil, mixed with 
a quarter of a pound of burnt sienna, and 
rub it on the floor with a large woolen rag. 
A strong decoction of the inside of red oak 
bark, set with copperas, makes a nice dyé 
for floors. + After rubbing it in thoroughly, 
and letting it dry, rub the floor with a 
waxed brush. 


Brandied Strawberries. 

Select tine ripe fruit, remove the hulls, 
and, if necessary. rinse quickly with cold 
water. For each quart jar allow one-quar- 
ter of a pound of the best granulated sugar. 
Pack the fruit in the jars, sprinkling each 
layer with sugar. Then fill each jar with 
the best preserving brandy. 
and store in a cool, dark place six months 
before using. 


Strawberry Sweet Pickle. 

For each seven pounds of berries, 
weighed after hulling, allow three and one, 
half pounds of brown sugar, one and one- 
half pints of the best cider vinegar, one 
onuce of whole, cloves and one ounce of 
stick cinnamon. Place the strawberries 
and spices in alternate-layers in a stone 
jar. Boll the sugar and vinegar together 
for three minutes and pour over the fruit 
while hot. Let stand for 24 hours, drain 
@nd again boil the liquor and return to the 
berries while hot. Let stand for another 
2 hours, and then.place all together over 
the fire and let boil slowly for 30 minutes. 
Paek into smal! jars, cover and store away 
nutil needed.

WEATHER IN MISSOURI AND ILLINOIS 


Bulk of Corn in Missouri Is Clean and 


of Favorable Color, Though 
Backward. 


COLUMBIA, Mo., June #.—The follow- 
ing bulletin was issued by the United 
Siates department of agriculture: 


T week has been very favor . 
w and the cultivation of corn pengteed = 
y pushed. The bulk of the crop is now 
clean, some having been cultivated the third time, 
and generally has a color, but is not makin 
as rapid a growth as it should. owing to the 
nights. In a few counties. particularly in the 
eastern sections, the crop is quite unpromising. 

Planting and replanting have progressed raptdiy. 
but are not ret completed. In the northwestern 
counties much of the overflowed land has been 
replanted duting the week. In. the southeastern 
counties some corn has been laid by. The crop 
as a whole is backward and wneven, and in some 

istricts the acreage will be much smaller than 
usual. 

The coo] nighta have been unfavorable for cot- 
ton, and in portions of New Madrid County it is 
becom! very lousy, but the crop ts guasraily well 
cultivated and making fair progress. 

Wheat harvest is about completed in the ex- 
treme southeastern counties, is beginning in tho 
central section, and will become ral this 
week. Wheat is generally filling well in the 
northern sections, and in a considerable number 
of the northern counties promises an average, or 
nearly an average yield, but in many of the cen- 
tral and nearly all of the seuathern® counties, only 
one-fourth to one-half a ctop is expected. In 
some of the southern connties a considerate por- 
tion of the crop is not worth cutting. 

Rye generally promises well. Oats continue tn 
g00d condition in most of the northern counties, 
but are rusting to a considerable extent in the 
eentral and southern sections, and the outlook 
for the crop tn those sections is much less prom- 
ising than at the close of the preceding week.

Meadows continue fo 
except in a few counties, 
eut during the week and secured tn | condt- 
tion. Cowpens. where sown. look well. Melons 
promise a fair crop in portions of Dunklin Coun- 
ty. Flax is Improving in Vernon County. Early 
wotatoes were seriously injured tn some localities 
yy the wet weather during the fore part of the 
month, tut generally promise a good yield, and 
gardens are doing well as a rule. 

Apples promise from a half to three-fourths of 
a crop in some of the central and northern coun- 
tles and also in a few localities In the southern 
sections. but generally throughout the southern 
counties there will be less than one-fourth of a 
crop. They are stili dropping to a considerable 
extent and in some districta very few remain on 
the trees.

~ COUNSEL, WANTED 


Circuit Judges Think Something 
Should Be Done to Check De- 
fault Cases. 


More than 150 default divorce cases on 
the dockets of the 10 divisions of the circuit 
court were tried during the past two 
days. 

The number of divorce cases and espe- 
cially of those which are uncontested, has 
increased to such an extent that the judges 
are casting about for some way in which 
the divorcee law in general and that portion 
relating to default cases in particular may 
be better administered. 

Judge Jesse McDonald said to the Post- 
Dispatch Tuesday: 

“It is impossible for the court to get 
at the facts In divorce cases where the 
evidence submitted is all on one = side. 
There are two sides to every question and 
it is a trait of human nature to enlarge 
upon one’s own wrongs while forgetting 
the circumstances which led to, and, per- 
haps, justitied the wrong. Testimony in 
these cases is always to prove the com- 
mission of indignities by the defendant 
and never a word as to what led up to 
the indignity. 

“The number of cases could be material- 
ly reduced by the appointment of special 
counsel for the defendant. Every case that 
went on the default docket could be given 
into his charge and he should have power 
to conduct the case in every particular as 
If the defendant weer present In court, An- 
other duty of this counsel would be to se- 
cure evidence and examine the plaintiff 
as regards the collusion with the defendant. 
The statements of the plaintiff's petition 
would be closely scrutinized by this coun- 
sel, who would summon witnesses in re- 
buttal. 

“The divorce suit is one in which the 
public has an interest and the cost of such 
an attorney might properly be paid for by 
taxation. The interest of the public in the 
proper administration of the divorce law is 
a strong one; since the preservation of the 
marriage rite is vital to society. 

“The divorce law not now properly 
administered and cannot be in cases which 
go by default.’’ 

Judge Daniel G. Fisher said: 

“This matter of the appointment of a 
Special counsel to take charge of the de- 
fense of default divorce cases was the sub- 
ject of a special law which the circuit 
judges recommended to the legislature two 


or three years ago, but nothing came of it, 
although the judges were asked to recom- 
mend any legislation that would assist in 
the administration of the law. The meas- 
ure provided that the costs should be borne 
by the plaintiff. 

“Most people suppose that the judge can 
grant a divorce or refuse it arbitrarily, 
and they do not often understand on what 
grounds a divorce may be obtained. In 
she matter of default cases I make it a rule 
to scrutinize the evidence very closely, es- 
pecially when the defendant has not been 
personally served. 

“While the appointment of a special at- 
torney would be a good measure, in my 
opinion, the lengthening of the period of 
residence would do more good, as it would 
prevent men from coming to ‘this city, 
working a year, gettjng a divorcee and go- 
ing back to their former city to marry 
again, as I am convinced happens in many 
cages. 

“When an order of publication is asked. 
I usually recommend that a writ to be 
served in the state where the 
lives, be taken out and if the plaintiff ob- 
jects to this, I make the examination a 
searching one, indeed. 

“Only one-fourth of the divorces granted 
are contested.’’

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“TIKES THE THRONE 


Only Two Representatives of . the 
Great Powers Attend the Recep- 
tion of the Ruler. 


THE RUSSIAN AND AUSTRIAN. 


The Streets of Belgrade Were Filled 
With People and Heavily Guard- 
ed by National Troops. 


PELGRADE, June 24.—King Peter arrived 
here at 10 o'clock this morning. He was 
received with great enthusiasm. 

The ministers, smovernment officials, 
judges, municipal and military authorities 
and leading citizens were assembled on the 
platform of the railroad station, which 
was profusely decorated. The only foreign 
representatives who participated in the 
recoption of the King were the Russian 
minister, M. Tcharykoff, and the Austrian 
minister, Herr Dumba, with the members 
of their respective legations. A guard 
of honor, with a band, saluted as King 


Peter descended from his car and greeted 
the cabinet ministers. The premier, M. 
Avakumoviecs, introduced M. Tcharykoff to 
the King and the Russian minister present- 
ed the Austrian minister. Thus the Aus- 
trian minister had no intercourse with the 
provisional government, with which, thus 
far. he has had no relations. : 

The procession was formed and the King 
proceeded to the cathedral. The streets 
were lined with troops and crowded with 
people who had been pouring into Bel- 
grade from the provinces during the last 
day or two. 

After the celebration of mass, which was 
attended with all the splendor of the east- 
ern church. King Peter drove in state to 
the new palace, where the ceremony of 
his enthronement was carried out in ac- 
cordance with the Servian custom. 

Although the King’s entry into Belgrade 
was distinguished by a diplomatic boycott, 
his reception by the people was everywhere 
marked by heartiness, which approached 
genuine enthusiasm, in which all classes 


articipated 
‘ - in uniform and wore 


The officials were 
all their decorations. Workmen were en- 


gaged all night long in finishing the erec- 
tion of Venetian masts and triumphal 
arches and some of the latter were only 
completed as the firing of guns announced 
King Peter’s entry into his realm, when 
the train traversed the bridge connecting 
Servia with Austrta. 

The King’s arrival awakened the people 
out of the attitude of indifference which 
they had assumed since the assassinations 
of King Alexander and Queen Draga. From 
the moment King Peter left the trtin and 
the band welcomed him by playing the 
Servian national anthem, his progress was 
marked by prolonged cheers and shoute of 
“Long Live Peter the First,’’ wherever he 
appeared. The premier made a speech be- 
fore the King’s departure from the rail- 
road station, welcoming his majesty, who. 
in a brief reply, expressed his appreciation 
of his election to the throne. The King 
then exchanged greetings with the cabinet 
miristers, including Co!. Machin, minister 
of public works, who took a leading part 
in the assassinations, and interchanged 
compliments with the Russian and AuStrian 
ministers. 

During the ceremony at the cathedral 
the metropolitan delivered a short address 
and prayed God to help the Servian people. 
On leaving the cathedral, King Peter was 
again welcomed with shouts of “Long 
live the Kinz.”’ 

After his arriva] at the new palace the 
King received an address of welcome from 
the skuntschina. 

In the procession to the cathedral the 


Kfne occupied a state coach. Along the 
entire route were deputations from va- 
rious Servian towns and bodies of stu- 
dents. The occupants of the windows 
and balconies threw bouquets at the 
King’s carriage. The number of peasants 
in the streets was remarkable. Many 
of them came from distant provinces to 
attend the fertivities and enjoy the free 
entertainments provided by the govern- 
ment. 

The ceremony at the cathedral lasted 
half an hour. The building Was crowded 
Just previous to the arrival of the King 
the doors of the high altar were closed 
and not a single priest was visible. Sud 
denly from the outside of the cathedral 
cams the sound of cheering. signaling 
the approach of the King. The doors 


'of the high altar were then opened and 


a procession of gorgeously robed priests 
and members of the choir emerged, pre- 
ceded by incense bearers and followed by 
the venerable metropolitan in brilliant 
apparel. The procession halted at the 
main entrance of the cathedral, while 
the soldiers drawn up at a word of com 
mand greeted the King with loud 
cheers. 
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‘THE ‘ASSASSINS DO 


NOT FEAR THE POWERS. 


BELGRADE, June 24.—Dr, Danitsech, one 
of the new government leaders who ac- 
companied the King from Switzerland to 
Belgrade, says Servia has nothing to fear 
from the powers, and that Alexander's as- 
sassins li not be harmed. 

“We have nothing to fear,’ said Dr. Dan- 
itsch. ‘“‘Russia is playing a part. This 
was a case where assassinations were in- 
dispensable for the unfettering of a spir- 
ited and freedom-loving people. The execu- 
tion of King Alexander was meant as an 


| 


object lesson to Russia as much as to 
Servia itself, 

“Our nation is independent by virtue of 
great sacrifices and it intends to remain 
independent. That means, of course, that 
it purposes to manage its internal affairs 
in accordance with the dictates of the best 
intelligence and the best morality of the 
country. In the abstract the Servians de- 
plore the assaseination as much as any- 
body, but the iate King was himself an 
assassin in heart as well as a mangler of 
the constitution. 

“Alexander's last plans provided for the 
assassination of more than a score of his 
ablest subjects. He could have escaped 
death had he yielded to the demand for ab- 
dication. but he refused. The Servian na- 
tion is much more satisfied with the de- 
struction of the Obrenovitch dynasty than 
it would have been with 


the state. 

so-called ‘barburism of Servia’ produces in 
us sentiments of contempt and is based 
wholly on ignorance coupled with perverse 
blindness as to the national aspect of the 
Belgrade tragedy. To ask King Peter to 
punish the murderers would be to ask him 
to reverse the revoiution he has oo») long 
and inteligently fostered. Now that he is 
seated on the throne, martyrdom for the 
nen who delivered Servia is impossilile. 
The rule of Alexander would have caused 
the very stones of Belgrade to rise and 
mutiny. 

“The Servian people will resist to the 
last extremity the demands for the punish- 
ment of the patriots who rid their coun- 
try of Alexander and ty They purpose 
honoring and not degrading them. King 
Peter has the nation at his back when he 
affirms that the events or June 11 are an 
internal affair, demanded by reasons that 
concern us alone. He could assume a dif- 
Eorent attitude only at the risk of dethrone- 
ment. ‘ 

‘We decline to bend the knee to Ruasia.
